||Criner. Co-editor Jamie Burns designed the layout for the baby ad section. Layouts are created using two Power Macintosh 
Performa 7500 computers and Adobe PageMaker 6.0. Staff proofs are by an Apple LaserWriter Select 360 printer and printed 
using Taylor Publishing Company’s Design Check software. All pages are printed on 80# Westvaco Premium Matte paper. 
Pages 4-9 and 14-15 are printed using the four color process and ise Combination Screen number x9209. An additional four 
page four-color tip-in is between pages [we have to choose]. Pages 18-40 are printed using spot color #19.
